CAB WAS HELD UP. 


Masked Highwayman In Kansas 
City Last Night. 


CONDUCTOR IS ROBBED. 


Motorman Was Also Aboard of the 
Car~No Clew as Yet to 
the Robber. 


A n unknown masked highw ay­ 
man “ held up” car No. 405, of the 
Heims line, at the corner of Nichol­ 
son and Montgall avenues in K an­ 
sas C ity shortly after 10 o’clock 
last night and secured $15. 90 from 
the conductor, E. J. Crafts, says 
the Kansas C ity Times. 
The car had reached the end of 
the track and was about to start 
on the return trip when a young 
man with a red handkerchief over 
his face entered the rear door and 
ordered both the conductor and the 
motorman, A . J. Martin, who hap­ 
pened to be inside, to throw up 
their hands. 
The victims declared that they at 
first thought a joke was being per­ 
petrated upon them, but the sight 
of a heavy caliber revolver changed 
their opinion and 
they complied 
with the demand. 
W ithout uttering another word 
the robber advanced toward Crafts 
and roughly demanded his money. 
The conductor had $15. 90 belong­ 
ing to the company and this was 
turned over without further parley. 
A fter securing this the robber 
jumped through the rear door and 
escaped. The holdup was reported 
to Lieutenant Carroll at No. 8 sta­ 
tion and several men were detailed 
to hunt the highwayman down. A t 
an early hour this morning no trace 
of him had been discovered.

RHEUMATISM. 


The Serum Treatment No w Adv anced 
fo r Its Cure. 
( Jne of tin* most irn] ) ortant recent 
applicatioiiis of serum treatment is in 
the field of acute and ( lironic artic­ 
ular rheuinatisng and some interest­ 
ing results have been gained by the 
German scientist Mf-iv/er. which are 
recorded in atierinan medical period­ 
ical. It ha.s ior vcai^, .says the Spring­ 
field Republican, been suspected that 
rheumatisLuis a germ disease, and the 
old term rheumatic diathesi>, to in­ 
dicate a constitutional predisposit ion 
toward the disease, has been gradu­ 
ally going out of use. The close co n­ 
nectio n between 
rheumatis^m and 
o ther ailments, especially to nsilitis, 
has lo ng been noted, and the modem 
theo ry is that the infection gains en­ 
trance through the throat and that 
the rheumatic symptoms are the re­ 
sult of the struggle of the system 
against the invading horde of micro­ 
organisms. 
WTien these 
overcome 
the defenses set against them by na­ 
ture and reach the circulation, they 
cause metastatic lesions of suscepti­ 
ble organs, the heart being specially 
liable to affection. Menzer obtained 
a culture from the tonsils of patiente 
with acute rheumatism, and experi­ 
mented with animals, and the serum 
thus secured is used in his treatment. 
The first result is to aggravate the 
symptoms, wliich he then found to 
disappear. 
The number of tests is 
not sufficient to test the soundness of 
Menzer^s conclusions, but this seems 
to be the most hopeful side on which 
to attack a disease which has always 
been peculiarly obstinate.
